SANTA BARBARA. Cal., May 9.- 
C. W. Post, m illionaire cereal 
food 
manufacturer of Battle Creek, Mich., 
killed him self at his winter 
home 
i here today by blowing off the top of 
his head with a rifle. 
Placing the 
muzzle in his mouth, he pulled the 
trigger with his toe, in the momen 
tary absence of his nurse. 
Post had 
been ill for some time. His friends, 
however, understood that his health 
had improved since his return from 
Rochester, Minn., where he under- 


Rochester, he bad been under 
the 
care of a nurse. 
Early today 
he 
told the nurse he wanted to be alone 
for a few' moments. 
Shortly after 
she left his room she heard a snot 
and rushed back to find her employ­ 
er in his death agony. 
That Post’s deed was decided upon 
quickly is indicated by the fact that 
only yesterday afternoon he complet­ 
ed arrangements to go east May 15. 
He chartered a special car for that 
date, the presumption being that he 
intended to go to Battle Creek. 
Charles W illiam Post was born in 
Springfield, 111., in 1854. 
He stu­ 
died at the University of Illinois but 
was not graduated. 
His wife was 
Leila D. Young of 
Battle 
Creek, 
Mb h. 
He was in the hardware busi­ 
ness in Springfield until 1884 when 
he broke down from overwork. 
He 
then studied medicine, hygiene and 
dietetics both in this country 
and 
abroad, finally going into the busi­ 
ness of making prepared foods.

Physicians who were instrumental 
in the passing of the resolutions re­ 
join that the president’s insurance 
contract is to examine, not to treat:

least IOO persons were killed and 
as many more injured as a result of 
the terrific earthquake which shook 
a score of towns and villages in this 
section last night. 
Reports of dead and injured pour­ 
ed in upon the authorities here to­ 
day and every effort was being made 
to care for refugees. 
The village of 
Bougiardo alone reports ten dead 
and twenty injured, Two towns with 
a population of l.fiOO or more were 
completely destroyed 
Hundreds of 
houses in oilier towns were wrack­ 
ed. 
Flee to Ari reale 
Aeircale, a seaport town, is well 
built on a height 
at 
the base of 
Mount Etna, and every road leading 
to the city to d a y was choked with 
sobbing, 
praying refugees 
fleeing 
from their homes. 
Linera, with a population of 952, 
and Venerina, a town of 2,183, were 
completely destroyed. 
Hundreds of 
houses were wrecked in the villages 
of Zerbati, Pennisi. Belpasso, Maria, 
Yergine, Mangano and Zafferanao. 
Mount Etna, which showed signs 
of an eruption about two weeks ago, 
was still active today. 
Fear Eruption 
The entire population of hundreds 
of villages at fhft'liase of the volcano 
had deserted the towns 
today and 
fled to the open country fearing dis­ 
astrous eruption of the volcano as 
well as further earthquakes. 
Before every wayside shrine priests 
gathered 
today 
with hundreds of 
refugees who wildly petitioned the 
Virgin Mary in the calamity falling 
upon them. 
The first quake 
was 
felt at 8 
o’clock Friday evening. 
It contin­ 
ued several minutes and was fol­ 
lowed by a second and more severe 
shock an hour later. It was the sec­ 
ond shock that sent houses tumbling 
from thHr foundations, buried vic­ 
tims in the ruins and jarred the en­ 
tire district in the vicinity of Mount 
Etna.

Such discussions ought to be laid be­ 
fore the people in order to teach 
them to think out the problems foi

come to a sound decision on election 
days. 
Remember that these ques­ 
tions are not for the men only, but; 
even more so for the women who, 
within a year or two will be voters. 
The question last night night was 
contract practice or lodge practice, 
such as “ the Eagles’* offer as an in­ 
ducement for people to join the or­ 
der. 
Their scheme is for the lodge iu 
collect $2.00 a year from each mem­ 
ber for their physician, who agrees 
to treat the whole family, if I am 
correctly informed, with the excep­ 
tion of childbirth and surgery. “The 
Eagles” probably the only lodge in 
the city, has a membership of over 
500, which brings the doctor about 
J I,OOO a year, while the most profit­ 
able side of this practice is said to 
be the other business 
that 
comes 
through the influence and good will 
o f the members, especially if the doc­ 
tor is a shrewd business man. as 
the present incumbent certainly is. 
The physicians of the city n a tu r a ls 
feel this kind 
of competition 
and 
therefore the question was brought 
up before the medical society 
last 
night, with the result that a reso­ 
lution was tarried unanimously that 
such practice is unethical and detri­ 
mental to the medical profession and 
giving the society the right to ex­ 
pel members who so sin. 
This pro­ 
cedure win perhaps free the society 
from such members; but in all prob­ 
ability the practice 
will 
continue 
without any reduction in the com­ 
petition of pillpeddling.

CHANGE ITS NAME. 
The Methodist Episcopal church, 
Sooth, wants to change its name. 
Sectional distinctions are distasteful 
to its members in the South, and in­ 
convenient to members in the W est 
and Northwest, who have ever to ex­ 
plain their name. 
The name most 
favored seems to be the “Episcopal 
Methodist Church.” 
This 
church 
has now a membership of 2,004,080, 
making it among the large bodies of 
the world. 
Its young people in Sun­ 
day schools number 1,614,000, and 
it is growing in membership and ed­ 
ucational work rapidly; more rap­ 
idly during the last four years than 
ever before. 
Its General Conference, meeting 
every four years, sits in Oklahoma 
City this m onth, its central figure, 
the venerable senior bishop, the Rev. 
Dr. A. W. W ilton, 
who 
has 
ju st 
passed his eightieth birthday, but is 
hale as a man of sixty. 
It is said to 
be likely th at no additional bishops 
will be chosen a t this conference, In 
spite of the church’s growth. 
There 
are to be efforts to take the words 
“ Holy Catholic Church” out of the 
creed, as misleading, but there is 
hesitation about making a change in 
the historic statem ent of faith. 
The big question at the confer­ 
ence this year is the proposed re­ 
moval of the time limit of the pas­ 
torate. 
This limit has already been 
removed by the large Methodist body 
at the North. 
In the South pastors 
may remain no more than four years. 
Pastors in large churches are said 
to be restless under this law, but 
the people as a whole are declared 
to favor the existing plan. 
It is not 
thought likely th at union with other 
Methodists will be. so much as m en­ 
tioned 
in the conference. 
There 
may or may not be action looking to 
closer co-operation between colored 
Methodists and white. 
Some favor 
it, others oppose i t

JUNIOR ROCKEFELLER ACTIVE 
IX RELIGIOUS WORK. 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., just now 
much in the public eye, has three 
phases of religious work in which 
he takes particular interest. A mem­ 
ber of the Fifth Avenue church. New 
York, now worshiping with Calvary 
church# that city, he works as a 
Baptist in only one of them. 
This 
is his Bible 
class, 
which he con­ 
ducts a part of the time, and whose 
members declare he is of very real 
help to them. 
An interesting fact 
about this class is th at it has, in its 
two hundred 
membership, 
about 
twenty Roman Catholic young men 
who attend regularly, and who have 
a 
small 
organization 
exclusively 
Catholic, within the class organiza­ 
tion. 
In bis instructions to this class 
Mr. Rockefeller invariably uses many 
illustrations 
from 
the 
business 
world, but never refers to himself 
or his business affairs. 
The tw-o other activities, both of 
them national in their relations, are 
social service with particular atten ­ 
tion to morals, and evangelism, in 
which he is a firm believer and gen­ 
erous supporter. 
The m oral work 
c a n e as result of acceptance of a 
place on a “ white slave” investiga­ 
tion committee and finally foremhn- 
ship of a grand jury. 
L ater the work 
has developed into an institution, 
and into national 
relations. 
The 
“ Men and Religion” movement was 
liberally financed by him, especially 
th a t part of it in his own city, his 
contribution being $25,000.

The 
theory 
has 
been ad­ 
vanced th at women are naturally 
opposed to wars. and th a t as parlia­ 
m ent is the place where all appro­ 
priations for th at purpose are made, 
women m ight vote against them, and 
thus em barrass the country in which 
they had th e ballot. 
To m ake the 
m atter even all nations should allowf 
them to vote. 
This is a theory, pure 
and simple, because it has never been 
put in practice anywhere. 
Even lf 
th at were so, It proves the* women 
are ahead on a question, on which 
a great body of men will agree with 
them — th a t in these days of so-call­ 
ed civilization, it is absurd for na­ 
tions to settle questions th at may 
rise, am ong 
them 
by a series of 
butcheries. 
It may be necessary now 
to fight with half civilized countries, 
until they can be brought to a sense 
of decency in the m atter. 
The great 
am ount of money spent in providing 
for arm ies and navies is appalling 
the nations th at are doing it, and 
after all they hesitate to use them 
on account of the horrible slaughter 
th at would ensue in a w ar between 
any great powers. 
So it seems th at 
an elem ent th at will work for peace 
may he a blessing instead of a curse. 
But is it just correct to assum e from 
the first that women will not favor 
w ar at all? 
Have they no patriotism 
in the best, sense of the .w ord— the 
feeling that they will 
protect the 
honor of their 
country 
and their 
homes? 
History does not say th at 
they have refused to do their share 
— their very 
necessary 
sh are— be 
cause th ere is always enough to do 
without m arching 
directly 
to the 
front and firing the guns. 
Even 
that work has been done in the past, 
when women took up the m uskets 
as the men fell, and used them in 
defense of their homes. 
Men w’ho 
are physically unfit, are exempted 
from taking an active part in war 
but they are not disfranchised on 
th at account so why should she? An 
opposite theory is that women being 
impulsive and emotional a la Roose­ 
velt, and a good many men m ight 
rush nations into w ar without good 
reason. 
That theory as a rule be­ 
cause women would rath er mend, as 
long as possible, than break. 
They 
may 
disagree 
on their 
m ethods 
some times, but so do the men. but 
the men are not disfranchised, so 
why should the women be? 
A charge comes from an educator 
in the East, th at so many female in­ 
structors are feminizing tile youth to 
such an extent 
that 
they will no 
longer wish to go to war, and the 
country will have no defenders W ith 
the ball games as generally prac­ 
ticed. and the hazing in the colleges, 
no one need fear that the boys will 
lose many of their brutal instincts, 
and the present war shows there are 
plenty of volunteers. 
Briefly, they 
do their 
share, 
and 
suffer their 
share in any war, so why should 
they be denied 
the ballot? 
The 
antis have chosen the red rose 
as 
their em blem — it will add to the 
beauty of the scene, but it seems that 
they ought to stay at home accord­ 
ing to their own teachings. 
Olive 
Schreiner 
says 
am ong 
things. “ But for the vast bulk of 
hum anity, probably for generations 
to come, the instinctive antagonism 
of the hum an child bearer to reck­ 
less destruction of th at which she 
has at so much cost produced, will 
probably be necessary to educate the 
race to any clear conception of the 
beastality and insanity of war. 
“ W ar will pass when intellectual 
culture and activity have m ade pos­ 
sible to the female an equal share 
in th e control and governm ent of 
modern life; it will probably not 
much sooner. 
It is our intention to 
enter into the domain of war, and 
labor there, till in the course of 
generations 
we have extinguished 
it.”

Miss Schreiner may seem to be 
looking forw ard to an impossibility, 
but we have seen in the last few 
years a feeling against prosecuting 
wars w ithout good and sufficient 
reasons, and a tendency toward set­ 
tling them w ithout fighting.

WASHINGTON. May 9.— Users of 
incubators are given the following 
suggestions in a new' free publication 
of the department of agriculture en­ 
titled “Natural and Artificial Incu­ 
bation of H ens’ E ggs,” 
(Farm ers’ 
Bulletin No. 585): 
See that the incubator is running 
steadily at the desired temperature 
before filling with eggs. Do not add 
fresh eggs to a tray containing eggs 
which are undergoing incubation. 
Tarn Twice Iktfly 
Turn the eggs twice daily after 
the second and until the nineteenth 
day. Cool the eggs once daily, ac­ 
cording to the weather from the sev­ 
enth to the nineteenth lay. 
Turn the eggs before caring for 
the lamp. 
Attend to the machine carefully at 
regular hours. 
Keep the lamp and wick clean. 
Test the eggs on the seventh and 
fourteenth days. 
Do not open the machine after the 
eighteenth day until the chickens are 
hatched. 
In setting'up and operating an in­ 
cubator follow the directions of the 
manufacturer. 
There are a 
large 
number of reliable American male 
incubators, but the department can­ 
not recommend any particular kind. 
It does advise, however, that poultry 
raisers select an incubator that bas 
already given satisfaction in the vi­ 
cinity where it is to be used. 
As 
the cost of the machine is sm all com ­ 
pared with the eggs it hatches, it is a 
good investm ent to get a well con­ 
structed Incubator instead of a cheap 
one, which requires more attention 
and wears out quicker. The equip­ 
ment of m ost incubators is so sub­ 
ject to change that particular lamps, 
regulators, etc., cannot be recom­ 
mended. 
The lamp, however, should 
have a bowl large' enough to bold j 
enough oil to burn 3 6 hours underj 
average weather conditions, should 
be easy to remove 
and 
replace, 
should set absolutely tight in posi­ 
tion, and be at a convenient height.

On those 
large farms that use individual lamp 
in c u b a to r s, th e m a c h in e u s u a lly h o ld s 
from 300 to 400 eggs, ani a small 
machine ta sometimes used for a pre­ 
liminary teat, the eggs being trans­ 
ferred to the large incubator after 
the first or second test. I^arge ma­ 
chines cost less in proportion to the 
number of eggs they hold than small­ 
er ones. 
However, smaller machines 
are valuable 
under 
special condi­ 
tions. as for preliminary testing. 
Chickens are more even in size 
when they are all hatched within a 
short tim e of each other than when 
the incubating period 
is extended 
over many weeks. 
Many poultrymen, 
therefore, believe that it pays to 
have an incubator large enough to 
hatch most of their stock In two, or 
at most. three hatches. Much tim e in 
tending to the incubators and brood­ 
ers is saved in this way. A fair esti­ 
mate for a poultry farm is to have 
the incubator hold as many eggs as 
there are hens, provided that about 
one-half of the flock is to be renew­ 
ed yearly and no outside hatching is 
carried on. 
Need Well Ventilated Room 
A well ventilated room, which is 
not subject to great variations in 
temperature, should be selected for 
the incubator. If built above ground 
the wrall should be double and the 
entire building insulated

Causes for Poor Hatches 
The cause of poor hatches is a 
much discussed question, which de­ 
pends on a great variety of circum­ 
stances. 
A poor hatch is more apt 
to be due to the condition of the 
eggs previous to hatching than to in­ 
cubation, although 
improper han­ 
dling of either factor will produce the 
same results. 
W hen eggs fail to 
hatch, see whether

tend to produce strong, fertile germs 
in the eggs, if the eggs have been 
handled properly before incubation,

The eggs tend to throw off more
